Happy Incidents in Bingham-

He intro- 
duced me to a lad of eighteen all 
broken up by the sermon, who 
wanted to be saved. We had prayer 
and he was happily converted. 


Others were waiting, some..to 
have special prayer about lost 
loved ones, sOme with unsave‘1 
ones. One woman brought a boy 
of sixteen and a girl of ten wuao 
had trusted Christ during the serv- 
ice and we had prayer for their 
mother and father. “I will bring 
them tomorrow night,”. the good 
woman said. May God grant they 
will be saved. 


Two women waited together to 
see me; one a middle aged woman 
asking prayer for her poor lost 
husband. She had only been saved 
a couple of years, but her husband 
in deep sin is breaking her heart. 
We prayed God would save him 
and then I turned to the young 
woman beside her, her housekeeper 
and nurse, and found immediately 
there were tears in her eyes. She 
had never been saved and after 
just a moment of prayer and Scrip- 
ture she happily trusted the Sav- 
iour, admitting that she had long 
been anxious about the question.

Truck In Zero Weather 


The revival is spreading out over 
a wide territory. The radio serv- 
ices, the daily newspapers and cir- 
culars are spreading the news and 
people are carrying the word far 
and near. Last night a group wait- 
ed for me who had come from 
Triangle, twenty miles away. They 
had gotten some of my circulars, 
heard me on the radio, and a group 
of high school boys and girls had 
gone from house to house in that 
town handing out circulars and 
talking about the revival. Twenty- 
six of them with some older people 


bundled into a Chevrolet truck and 


came last night to the revival in a 
body. They had no cover but a 
bit of canvas in the unheated 
truck. And I remind you that we 
are now in the midst of a long 
cold wave, it snows every day, the 
roads are icy, and the temperature 
much -of the time is below zero. 
This siege in New York state is 
said to be the worse in many re- 
spects since 1888; In the city of 
Binghamton, but off the principal 
streets and on a hill, this past 
week a family was so hemmed in 
with snow that they could not get 
food nor fuel and had to burn some 
of the furniture until rescued by the 
police. Country people not on high- 
ways are marooned in town and 
cannot get home until the snow 
drifts are cleared on country roads. 
Yet people come for many miles 
to this revival. Praise the Lord!

just what it says. In his article 
on miracles, page four, he said, 
“There is no difficulty in under- 
standing Mark 16:17-18. If we had 
the time and space we could show 
where in twenty-five or thirty 
places in the Scripture ‘all,’ ‘ev- 
ery man, and like phrases does 
not mean literally everyone, but 
that it is used relatively.” 


My position and teaching on the 
Holy Spirit is in print and is ex- 


actly the same-as that of Dr. R.| 


A. Torrey, Moody, and Finney, and 
others, which position is well 
known to Bible students. Dr. Nor- 
ris has known my position for 
years. We discussed it frequently. 
He read my position on this ques- 
tion in my booklet against the 
tongues movement, one day in the 
winter of 1933-34 on an interurban 
car between Fort Worth and Dal- 
las and tcld me so when he got 
off the car at Dallas, and before 
my people endorsed my position. 
It is simply that the promise of 
Acts 1:8 is good today and that 
Christians need the power of the 


Holy Spirit for soul winning and 


can have it, as they had in Bible 
times. On the healing question, my 
doctrine is that taught by Dr. W. 
B. Riley in his pamphlet “Divine 
Healing,” or “Does God Hear 
Prayer for the Sick?” the position 
held by a multitude of great Bap- 
tist preachers through the years. 
That is, that James 5:14-18 is to 
be taken at face value, and that 
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prophets which were before you.’ 
And again Luke 6:22, 23 says: 


"Blessed are ye,when men shall 
hate you, and when they shall sep- 
arate you from their company, and 
shall reproach you, and cast out 
your name as evil, for the Son of 
man's sake. 

"Rejoice ye in that day, and 
leap for joy for, behold, your re- 
ward is great in heaven for in the 
like manner did their fathers unto 


the prophets.” 

Praise the Lord, I believe it, like 
I do the rest of the Bible and I 
believe these verses are good for 
1936. 

I had hoped and prayed it would 
not be necessary to tell who was 
making such strenuous efforts to 
block the Binghamton revival. I 
had not used Dr. Norris’s name in 
my paper in that connection, and 
most people never dreamed that he 
would be guilty of such a thing 
after all he has said about others 
trying to hinder revivals. Now that 
he has had mimeographed letters 
sent out by hundreds to preachers 
all over the country attacking me, 
and has published page after page 
of attack in The Fundamentalist, 
I feel free to give the public the 
simple facts. 

I have loved Dr. Norris long and 


: 


well. It is not easy to lose a friend 
whom one has loved so loyally 
through many years, and I must © 
confess to a good deal of heart- 
ache about it. But the worst of — 
that is over, and I am overjoyed at 
the way the Lord has taken ‘my 
part in the matter, has raised up 
friends, has carried on this revival 
in spite of all the interference Dr. 
Norris and the good men he has 
acting for him could do. : 
For months I have seen this 

break coming and have honestly 
and prayerfully tried to prevent 
it. Let the world know that it was 
not my choice nor did I give the 
slightest pretext for it. Other Fun- 
damentalist preachers in Texas and 
I had earnestly and prayerfully dis- 
cussed the matter and agreed that 
it would be better at nearly any 
cost to avoid anything that might — 
hurt young Christians or keep lost 
sinners from hearing the gospel. 
I call God to witness that with all 
my heart I have sought peace. I 
have earnestly contended for the 
faith when doctrinal issues came 
up, but I did not seek to hinder 
the ministry of any man, and I 
did not bring about divisions nor 
break fellowships. 


On November 25th, Dr. J. Frank 
Norris wrote to me from Fort 
Worth as follows:

How my heart rejoices in the’ 


friends God raises up. In one mail 
today came letters from seven 
preachers, six of them in Texas, 
and one in another state, about 
this Binghamton revival and the 
attempt to stop it. In the same 
mail two other letters came from 
Christian women who write to 
comfort me and thank God for my 
ministry. These, of course, were 
all cutside my own church, Also 
today came a lIetter from a man 
I recently baptized, thanking God 
for my plain preaching and for my 
teaching that God answers prayer 
today. One pastor had public prayer 
in his church for me which great- 
ly touched my heart. Rev. Richard 
Ausburn, Pastor of Parkview Fun- 
damentalist Baptist Church, of 
Dallas, writes as follows: 


"Dallas, Texas 
| "Jan. 23, 1936 
“Dear Brother Rice: 

"Glad to know of the great vic- 
tory you are having in the New 
York revival, and trust that hun- 
dreds will find the Lord precious | 
to their souls’ salvation. 

"If ever we should redeem the 
time, it is now, for the time is 
short and the days are evil. 

"| have heard of your opposi- 
tion there during and before your 
arrival, but in time of persecution 
is time God uses His Word as He © 
did at Philippi when Paul was put 
in prison. God is our strength and 
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“No Man Will Get — 
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as if he fails to have the love and 
confidence of the First Baptist 
Church.” 

A few days later, writing in his 
own hand in the LaSalle Hotel at 
Chicago on his way to Detroit, Dr. 
Norris said, 


"Sam needs me, and | don’t 


need him... .’ 

In answer to those letters and 
others matters, I wrcte Dr. Norris 
on December 3rd. Since Dr. Norris 
disliked this letter, and soon there- 
after the fireworks staited, it is 
fair to all concerned to quote my 
letter, Here it is: 

“December 3, 1935 
“Dr. J. Frank Norris 
' 14th & Marquette Sts. 
Detroit, Michigan. 
“Dear Dr. Nortis: 

“I read with great interest and 
enthusiasm the Fundamentalist’s 
account of Entzminger’s recent 
trip East and his reactions. Great 
things are moving, and God has 
greatly used you in the matter and 
will use you in even greater fash- 
ion, I hope and pray. May God 
grant it! There are countless 
preachers throughout the North 
who are fundamentally sound who 
need encouragement and who will 
be greatly blessed by the challenge 
and the example of your great 
ministry. 

“In this connection, I am sure 
that Sam recognizes, as I do, your 
great influence among Fundamen- 
talists in Texas and out of Texas. 
That influence is profcund, and you 
have earned it through long years 
by your unrelenting defence of the 
Word of God and by your great 
soul winning ministry. I thank God 
for your influence. 

“However, I say frankly that I 
do not agree that Sam would get 
nowhere without your endorsement. 
In your letter of November 25th, 
you say, ‘But this I am dead cer- 
tain of that no man will get any- 
where in the cause of Fundamen- 
talism in the North, Hast, or out- 
side of Texas if he fails to have the 
love and confidence of the First 
Baptist Church.’ I want the love 
and confidence of the First Bap- 


tist Church and I am sure that 


Sam does, and other preachers. In 
your note from’ Chicago, you say, 
“Sam needs me and I don’t need 
him, but I want him for the com- 
mon cause.” I know that I need 
you, I need Sam, and I need ev- 
ery other good man, humanly 
speaking. All of us need all the 
friends that we can have without 
compromise. But in my mind it 
was settled a long time ago that 
the only one who was absolutely 
necessary to me or any man is the 
Lord. I want His favor and en- 
dorsement, and if I have that, 1 
will be blessed. I hope I shall al- 
ways have the love and confidence 
of the First Baptist Church which 
means ,of course, your own confi- 
dence and endorsement. I am sure 
Sam feels the same. But it is con- 
ceivable that Sam could be right 
without having the love and con- 
fidence of the First Baptist Church, 
and it is certain that if he pleases 
God he can succeed just as well 
without your help as with it. I 
say that kindly and in the same 
frankness you and I have used to- 
ward one another through these 
years. 

“I have no authority to speak for 
Sam and have not discussed this 
matter with him nor had any word 
from him since I saw you. But I 
am certain that Sam feels as [ 
do. I am a part of the Fundamen- 
talist movement by choice, not of 
necessity. I would be a Fundamen- 
talist and carry on the same fight 
if every other Fundamentalist were 
gone. I value the friendship and 
long for fellowship with every oth- 
er preacher of like precious faith, 
including yourself. Through many 
years I have loved you devotedly 


and revered you as a father, but 
you will bear witness that I served 
the Lord Himself and locked to 
Him for whatever blessings I need- 
ed, I never dealt with you on the 
basis that I need you and you d.d 
not need me, and I never will. I 
dealt with you on the basis that 
you are my brother, a man great- 
ly used of God, and that I loved 
and rejoiced to work with you on 
that basis. I have loved you, la- 
bored with you, and been happy in 
your fellowship for many years, 
and I hope that will continue ’tili 
death. But I did it because it was 
right, not to gain your endorse- 
ment. If I do what is pleasing to 
God, then He will give me what 
endorsement I need. Psalms 75:6, 
7 say, “For promotion cometh nei- 
ther from the east, nor from the 
west, nor from the south. But God 
is the judge: He putteth down one, 
and setteth up another.” 

“I say the above simply as a 
matter of being honest with you, 
myself, and God. That is the way 
my wife fecls and I am sure it 
would represent the feeling of my 
church and of thousands or otheis. 
Il am sure you yourself feel the 
same and would not have it other- 
wise. Good understand.ngs make 
for long friendships, and I earnest- 
ly pray that our friendship may 
grow stronger and sweeter through 
the yeais. 

“I trust you have a great Bible 
Schcol in progress at Detroit. It 
would have been a very great joy 
for me to come, but time and mon- 
€y would not permit. 

“Give my love to the fellows I 
know, Entz., Ketcham, Strathearn, 
etc. 

“In Christian love,

(Signed) “Jchn R, Rice.” 


Dr. Norris's Efforts To Block The 


Binghamton Revival 


Dr. Norris very strangely, did 
not want me to have a rev:val in 
Binghamton. He started out to see 
that I could “get nowhere in the 
North and East or outside of Tex- 
as’”’ without his endorsement. Here 
are some of the steps he took. 


1. He wrete Rev. Harold Strath- 
earn on December 28, 1935, Scecre- 
tary of the Interstate Evangelistic 
Association at Rochester, New 
York, to get him to interfere with 
the meeting. Brother Strathearn 
is a good man and a very influen- 
tial man among Fundamentalists 
in New York state. Dr. Norris’s 
letter of three long pages, attack- 
ing me, said among other things: 


“| repeat, that much as | deeply 
love him, and as sacred as our 
friendship has been, yet with our 
whole Fundamentalist Baptist work 
going as it is, we cannot afford to 
sponsor and endorse any man that 
we have unquestioned proof of his 
practices of Pentecostalism. 

"You are at liberty to use this 
letter and save yourself of asking 
any further inquiries of me." 


Brother Starthearn immediately 
wrote Rev. Fred R. Hawley, pastor 
of the Grace Baptist Church in 
Binghamton, suggesting that he 
cancel my revival and suggesting 
another man in Detroit to preach 
here. 

2. Next Dr. Norris had Brother 
Entzminger write Brother Hawley 
in which he ssid that “Brother 
John R. Rice. ...has gone clear 
over to Pentecostalism,” and again 
“Rice is a great soul winner beyond 
question, but he is clearly over into 
McPherson and Pentecostal terri- 
tory, and is more and more going 
to the extreme along this line.” 
Another statement was, “That 
Rice. .. -has gone clear over into 
Pentecostalism—that is exactly 
what Dr. Norris says. . .” 


3. Dr. Norris also sent Brother 
Entzminger a letter from Brother 
L. S. Ballard of Ennis, Texas, and 
had him send this letter on to 
Brother Hawley. That letter is 
here now. Dr. Norris had Brother 
Entzminger also send a quotation 
from Brother White at San An- 
tonio to be used against me. In 
Brother Entzminger’s second letter 
to Brother Hawley of Grace Bap- 
tist Church of Binghamton, New 
York, he particularly accused 
“Brother Rice” of holding “healing 
services and that isn’t all.” 


4. Dr. Norris had Brother Geo. 
Pemberton sign a letter attacking 
me and then had copies of this 
letter, with others, mimeographed 
and sent out ali over the country. 


Copies were sent to Binghamton 
and to Fundamentalist Baptist 
preachers in Texas and elsewhere. 
The interesting thing is that the 
letter was written on a typewriter 
in Dr. Norris’s office, the same 
typewriter which Dr. Norris’s let- 
ter from Fort Worth to me was 
written, and it was written by the 
same stenographer. When I pre- 
sented proof of this to Brother 
George Pemberton, he admitted 
that Dr. Norris’ stenographer 
wrote the letter which he signed 
attacking me. 


5. When the pastor and deacons 
of Grace Baptist Church and then 
other Fundamentalist Baptist pas- 
tors of this areca read the evidence 
and agreed that Dr. Norris’ charg- 
es against me were false, and tne 
revival meeting began with the 
blessing of God, then Dr. Norris 
wired an old friend, Brother Earle 
G, Griffith, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Johnson City, just 
adjoining Binghamton, asking for 
permission to come to Johnson City 
and speak in that church. He saia 
he would be coming by any way 
on his way to New York City! 

6. Receiving no answer to the 
first telegram, he wired again to 
Brother Griffith. 


7. With no result this time, Dr. 
Norris talked by long distance teie- 
phcne to Brother Griffith attacking 
me. 


8. Then Dr. Norris wrote a long 
letter to Biother Gr.ffith attacking 
me. This is the “Sad Letter About 
A Friend” published in The Fun- 
damentatist last week. 


9. In desperation, after utterly 
failing to hinder the revival .in 
Binghamton or to cause dissentioa 
among the pastors here, Dr. Norris 
filled up Tne Fundamentalist with 
an attack on me last week. In 
the paper, my name was mentioned 
many times and almost the entire 
paper was given up to the attack. 


10. Then hundreds of ccpies of 
The Fundamentalist were sent to 
Binghamton with the request that 
they be given away free, How 
surprised he will be about the re- 
sult of those papers! 


The Revival Continually Growing; 


Efforts To Hinder Fail 


At this writing (Monday after- 
noon) we are in a great city-wide 
revival in the Binghamton Theater 
building which will seat about 
2,200. Might churches are codper- 
ating in the revival: Grace Baptist 
Church, Calvary Baptist Church, 
Main Street Baptist Church, Park 
Avenue Baptist Church, First 
Christian Church, Immanuel Evan- 
gelical Church; Plymouth Congre- 
gational Church, and Boulevard 
Methodist Church. Two of these 
churches haye given their unofti- 
cial support of pastor and people, 
though their official boards have 
not yet had the required meeting 
to act on that matter. Four other 
Baptist Churches outside the city 
of Binghamton, but adjoining it, 
in Endicott, Johnson City, and else- 
where, have lent great aid and en- 
couragement by their pastor and 
people. 


We began in the great Bingham- 
ton Theater Wednesday night with 
hardly any announcement and in 
the midst of a snow storm. The 
weather has continued cold and 
today is about zero. Yet yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock, the great 
lower ficor of the theater was near- 
ly full, and last night it was well 
packed. At noon today I attended 
a& prayer meeting of the pastois 
and had a glorious time. Daily 
radio services continue. Although 
I am not giving the invitation, 
some are reported saved daily. One 
wicked, hardened sinner last night 
was saved who said, “I am part 
of the underworld of Binghamton. 
I am the black sheep of the family. 
My father is a good old preacher.” 
The night before a Catholic young 
man was saved. 


The city is beginning to be 
stirred. Today I got twenty-two 
letters and cards from Binghamton 
and vicinity. The revival budget 
of $1,900 for the month is coming 
in nicely with $150.00 in the offer- 
ings yesterday. The audience is 
beginning to be melted together 
as one, under the power of the 
Spirit and the Word of God. They 
laugh, they cry, they say, “Amen.” 
Pray, pray, pray that God will 
break their hearts and give a 
break their hearts and give a 
mighty revival! Elijah’s God an- 
swers prayer the same today! 


Friday, January 31, 1936 
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Binghamtca Sun Discussing “Heck- 
ling" of ‘Fundamentalist’ 


The Binghamton Sun, the morn- 
ing daily newspaper here, has re- 
ceived two telegrams from Detroit 
about me, and also received a spe- 
cial delivery, air mail, a copy of 
the last week’s Fundamentalist at- 
tacking me. This morning, besides 
a fine article about the revival re- 
porting last night’s sermon, the 
Sun said: 


” Fundamentalist’ Heckling 
Fails To Daunt Flock 


“Binghamtcn’s Fundamental Re- 
vival campaign at the Binghamton 
Theater, with eight churches co- 
operating with the Rev. John R. 
Rice, well-known Texas evange- 
list, is proceeding staunchly in the 
face of a battering ram of ‘heck- 
ling’ being carried out by the edi- 
torial staff of the newspaper, “Ihe 
Fundamentalist’ in what local pas- 
tors say is an ‘effort to break up 
the revival,’ it was learned’ yes- 
terday. 

“More than 500 copies of the is- 
sue of the paper off the press Fri- 
day have been circulated through- 
out the Binghamton area carrying 
charges by the Rev. J. Frank Nor- 
ris of Fort Worth, Texas, that Mr. 
Rice is advocating a platform of 


‘pentecostalism and holy roller- 
ism.’ 


“Stoutly denying the charges, 
Evangelist Rice has wired Dr. Nor- 
ris and Louis Enzminger of De- 
troit, Mich., who was in Bingham- 
ton two months ago, demanding 
that they come to B.nghamton and 
prove the charges or retract them. 

“Mr. Rice received a wire from 
Dr, Norris yesterday morning say- 
ing that he and Enzminger would 
arrive in Binghamton on Thursday 
or Friday in answer to the chal- 
lenge. 

“All codperating pastors in the 
local revivals have informed The 
Binghamton Sun that chey are in 
back of Evangelist Rice and that 
his beliefs on the subjects in ques- 
tion correspond with theirs. 

‘Earlier charges of a similar na- 
ture were ironed out at a confer- 
ence of the pastors with Mr. Rice.”

After getting settled in Bing- 
hamton and getting the meeting 
started, | write you at the earliest 
possible moment. | have your let- 
ters here before me, letters writ- 
ten to Binghamton attacking me 
and seeking to prevent them hav- 
ing me in the revival we have now 
begun. | write you as one Chris- 
tian should write another after be- 
ing grievously wronged. You are 
my brother in Christ, and | take 
the matter up with you privately 
as a Christian should. 


First, let me say plainly, | am 
shocked beyond measure that you 
should be in the business of trying 
to break up revivals and assassinate 
preachers, and second, let me say 
that your charges against me are 
utterly, wickedly, and inexcusably 
false. My teaching and preaching 
and my practice does not have one 
element of Pentecostalism and Mc- 
Phersonism. 


In your letter you say about 
me, "Rice. . . .is clearly over in 
McPherson and Pentecostal terri- 
tory, and is more and more going 
to the extreme on this line."

ing, and unanswerable. 

Only a small part of the proof 
of my position has been put in the 
hands of Brother Hawley and the 
Grace Baptist Church and of other 
Fundamentalist Baptist pastors in 
this area. It was their unanimous 
decision that the evidence cleared 
me completely, and that | had 
been wronged. If you have any 
evidence at all on which to base 
your terrible charges, you should 
be allowed to present it.

Therefore, | respectfully invite 
you to come to Binghamton and 
meet with me and all Fundamen- 
talist Baptist pastors in this area 
and prove your charges or retract 
them like the good Christian man 
that you are. | will pay your ex- 
penses to Binghamton and return 
and will guarantee you every 
courtesy due a Christian brother. 
| have no animosity against you, 
and | believe you have been mis- 
led by others in this matter. If 
ou were honestly seeking to do 
the will of Christ and thought you 
were right, then doubtless you will 
be glad to face the issue squarely 
and bring your proof. 

You are aware that | am in print 
on every doctrinal matter. | have 
seventeen printed pamphlets on 
doctrinal subjects which have been 
widely scattered. One of these 
is on the tongues question in which 
| clearly refute the Pentecostal 
position, and have scattered these 
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booklets by multiplied thousands | 


for many years. My position on 
that question could not possibly 
be misunderstood. 

The statement of faith of the 
Fundamentalist Baptist Church in 
Dallas was written by myself. It 
is the one adopted by the Fun- 
damentalist Ba ptist churches in 
Waxahachie, Sherrnan, and Wichi- 
ta Falls, and to which | still adhere. 
That statement of faith especially 
condemns the tongues heresy and 
the sinless perfection idea. 

My paper, "The Sword of the 
Lord," carries articles week after 
week on doctrinal questions and | 
have repeatedly discussed such 
questions as tongues, the sin ques- 
tion, healing, and women preach- 
ers. If | have in any sense gone 
over to Pentecostalism, then surely 
the ‘proof would be at hand. || 
challenge you to bring one line 
from my pen that has the taint 
of McPhersonism or Pentecostal- 
ism. :

had every reason to believe you 
loved me and had confidence in 
me. | can only believe that you 
have been victimized by others 
who have their own selfish ends 
to gain. | beg you, .meet the issue 
squarely and let us know when you 
can come to Binghamton, either 
day or night, at my expense, to 
here prove or retract your terrible 
charges that | have gone over to 
Pentecostalism. 

You say Dr. Norris told you | had 
gone over to Pentecostalism. | 
have the copy of his letter to 
Brother Starthearn accusing me. 
These men have dealt fairly and 
squarely with me, and | know all 
about it. You admit that Dr. Nor- 
ris had you send to Brother Haw- 
ley a copy of his letter to Brother 
Strathearn, and the letter from 
Brother Ballard. | am sorry Dr. 
Norris put you up to such a wicked 
and foolish thing. May God bless 
him. He never had a friend truer 
than | have been these many years. 
| have always forgiven and over- 
looked his overweening ambition, 
his instability, and his recklessness.

| have known that his feelings 
toward me have changed since | 
have been in Dallas building my 
own work. He wrote me to say he 
was grieved because | did not give 
the writeup in my paper of the 
Detroit revival which he thought 
it deserved. He was displeased 
about my Bible Schools in my own 
church. When | announced Dr. 
Ironside and Brother Sam Morris 
as the principal speakers last 


spring, he never mentioned the Bi- 


ble School any more, either over 
the radio or in "The Fundamental- 
ist." Now he seeks to raise the 
issue of interdenominationalism. 
He changed the date of his fall 
Bible School to the same week | 
had announced mine, which was 
all right, but then he was offended 
because | would not continue mine 
at the same time and use his

Again when he planned to at- 
tack Brother Sam Morris, he wrote

HAMTON BEFORE THESE 
PREACHERS AND BEFORE ME 
TO PROVE OR RETRACT HIS 
FOOLISH AND UNTRUE 
CHARGES OF PENTECOSTAL- 
ISM. | well know that there are 
those who dislike my plain, posi- 
tive Bible teaching and preaching. 
For instance, Brother L. S. Ballard 
of Ennis and Brother George Pem- 
berton at Waxahachie have never 
forgiven me for my teaching 
against tobacco which both of 
them use. But |. also know that 
you and Dr. Norris cannot find 
one shred of proof of Pentecostal- 
ism in my teaching and practice. 
| prayerfully ask both of you to 
face this issue squarely instead of 
following the wire-pulling, whisper- 
ing, insinuating course. And | 


earnestly pray the Lord to bless 


both of you, to give you health, 
happiness and great joy in Christ's 
service, with the enlargement of 
your ministry. 

| will not bring your name up in 
my paper nor accuse you for the 
present. | want to give you every 
chance to clear yourself without 
harm to your ministry. | would not 
willingly keep one person from 
hearing you or Dr. Norris with 
open and receptive hearts. | do 
not want to hinder the gospel, But 
my own ministry is valuable, too, 
and | will not willingly let such 
charges get by anywhere in Amer- 
ica without facing them squarely. 
| know that as men go, my life is 
clean, that my doctrine is sound, 
and that God has put His approval 
on my poor ministry. Of course, 
in the Saviour's sight, | am as all 
flesh, a poor sinning man, not 
worthy of the least of His bless- 
ings, but He loved me enough to 
die for men, praise His name, and 
He is my High Priest ‘and my In- 
tercessor today. His angels are en- 
camped around about me. “He 
hath said, | will never leave thee, 
nor forsake thee. So that we may 
boldly say, The Lord is my helper, 
and | will not fear what men shall 
do unto me." May | hear from 
you, please, immediately? The 
brethren here will have copies of 
this letter.

Letter To Dr. Norris 


Dr. Norris wrote me sending a 
copy of a letter he had written to 
Dr. Ketcham at Gary, Indiana, at- 
tacking me. In answer, I wrote 
the following letter to him.

The soon- 
er the whole matter is out in the 
open, the better it will be for me. 


“Again I repeat in kindness what 
I wrote you December 3rd, that 
while I should like to have the 
fellowship and confidence of every 
man, I cannot agree with your 
boast in your letter to me of No- 
vember 25th, 1935. “But this I am 
dead certain of that no man will 
get anywhere in the cause of Fun- 
damentalism in the North, East, 
or outside of Texas if he fails to 
have the love and confidence of 
the First Baptist Church.” I have 
been your good friend through the 
years, but I have another Friend 
a@ great deal mcre important, and 
His favor I cannot do without. If 
I have His, I will be blessed. 

“I am: glad to hear that you are 
coming to New York. 

“I suggest that you see my letter 
to Brother Entzminger and come 
by Binghamtcn and face these 
pastors and me, either to prove or 
retract your charges which are 
without a particle of foundation. 
The evidence is so overwhelming 
that you cannot convince any in- 
telligent, well informed group of 
Baptist pastors on this basis. En- 
treating you as an elder, I beg 
you, come before these men with 
any proof you have. You well 
know that my position has not 
changed through these years. I 
am sorry that you have in your 
heart any reason for your attack. 
I can trust my ministry in the 
hands of God. 

“If you will face these brethrén, 
wire them or me when, and six 
or eight of them will meet you 
day or night with me. 

“Your statement to Dr. Ketcham 
and in the letter to me which you 
had Brother George Pemberton 
sign, that I had written a separate 
‘series of articles in his paper 
that he uses for private circulation, 
called “The Sword of the Truth,’ 
taking the exact positicn of Mc- 
Phersonism and Pentecostalism on 
the questioh of miracles and heal- 
ing’ is absolutely untrue, without 
a particle of fact in it. All the 
articles I have ever written on 
prayer, healing, women preachers, 
or any other question touching 
Pentecostalism and McPhersonism 
for “The Sword of Truth’ have 
been printed also in “The Sword 
of the Lord,’ and in not a one of 
them did I take any position akin 
to Pentecostalism or McPherson- 
ism. “The Sword of Truth’ is not 
‘for private circulation.’ Instead, I 
print 7,000 copies weekly, and they 
are distributed in fourteen church- 
es and on the streets of Dallas, 
and hundreds of samples are sent 
out to others. The distribution is 
as public as possible. The only 
difference in policy between that 
and “The Sword cf the Lord’ is 
that it is for free distribution and

Dr. Norris and Brother Entz- 
minger prepared a letter and sent 
copies of ‘it to various brethren, 
whom they hoped might give them 
some more ammunition against me.

it is true today, I do not believe 
that it is always God’s will to heal, 
I do not believe it is wrong to use 
medicine ,and doctors, if God leads. 
I do not believe God will give faith 
for healing unless it is according 
to His will. But I do believe just 
what the Scripture says, and tiy 
to follow the piain command which 
can only have one meaning. 


This, too, was the position of Dr.’ 
R. A. Torrey. For an example, 
see the Moody Colportage Library 
book, “I Cried, He Answered,’’pub- 
lished by Moody Bible Institute. 
That book has an introduction by 
Dr. Trumbull, editor of the Sunday 
School Times, was copyr.ghted in- 
1918, and the copy I nave before 
me was bought last week. On 
pages thirteen and fourteen is giv- 
en a wonderful answer to prayer 
when sight was restored in answer 
to Dr. k. A. Torrey’s prayer when 
the afflicted man was anointed 
with oil in the name of the Lord, 
exactly like the Bible says. Dr. 
Riley, Dr. Trumbull of the Sunday 
School Times, Moody Bible Inst- 
tute, Dr. R. A. Toirey were not 
Pentecostal nor McPherson.tes just 
because they believed the Bible, 
and neither am IL. 


On the matter of whether God 
could now answer prayer the same 
as in Bible times, even in the mat- 
ter of miracles, I suggest one read 
many other wonderful answers to 
prayer in this book put out by 
Moody Bible Institute, “I Cried, 
He Answered.”

Another remarkable book on 
prayer which takes exactly the po- 
sition I take is that by Dr. Charies 
Blanchard, long the president of 
Wheaton College, one of the great- 
est Christian schools in America. 
This book, “Getting Things From 
God,” tells of wonderful answers 
to prayer, of one man raised from 
the dead. This book sells for 75c 
paper binding, $1.25 cloth binding, 
is one of the greatest books on 
prayer in*print.~It may be ordered 
also from Moody Biole Institute 
Colportage Association. Both have 
been sold for years and recom- 
mended by the Fundamentalist 
Book Room in Fort Worth, owned 
by Dr. Norris, and the one on 
“Getting Things From God” has 
been recommended to the teachers 
of the Sunday School, and in Dr. 
Norris’ Bible Schools. Dr. Blanch- 
ard, Dr. Torrey, Dr. Gray and such. 
men were not Penteccstal and Mc- 
Phersonites because they believed 
that God answers the prayer of 
faith today, the same as He always 
did, and that the Bible promises 
are still good for us today. Neither 
am I on the Pentecostal platform, 
when I, like they, take the Bible 
at face value and believe the same 
thing. 

Brother Entzminger brought the 
scandalous charge against me that 
I had been heard to use the term 
“praying through.” I will have to 
break down and confess that that 
is true. This term was made fa- 
mous throughout the Christian 
world by the worldwide campaigns 
of Dr. R. A. Torrey and Charles 
Alexander, and later by the Chap- 
man-Alexander campaigns. The 
story of those words ‘pray through’ 
and the influence they had on Chas. 
Alexander and the revival cam- 
paigns is told in the life of Charles 


Alexander by his. wife after his 


death, who is now Mrs. A. C. Dix- 
on. The story is also mentioned in 
the famous song book, “Alexand- 


er’s Hymns.” 


The chorus, “Keep on Praying 
Till you Pray it Through” may be 
a scandalous “Pentecostal plat- 
form” or “McPhersonism,” but I 
must confess I have sung it many 
times, as have many Convention 
Baptist churches and leaders. I do 
not practice it as much as I ought, 
but I believe in “praying through” 
for what I get from God. 


Of course, everybody who hears 
me preach knows that I never 
teach lost sinners to pray through 
for salvation. Any person can be 
saved instantly by a sincere peni- 
tent faith in Christ. But the Bible 
plainly teaches that Christians 
ought to pray through. That is 
the purpose of the parable of the 
widow and the unjust judge in 
Luke 18:1-8, and of the importu- 


nate friend who went to his neigh- | 
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bor at midnight for three loaves of 
bread. 


I praise God that the world has 
gotten out that I believe in prayer 
and believe the Bible. I will soon 
have ready for printing, a booklet 
on prayer. I will praise God with 
all my heart, if my preaching and 
writing and teach'ng has led some 
to believe that the Bible is real 
and good for today and may be 
taken at face value and that God 
still answers prayer today accord- 
ing to His many promises in the 
Bible. I still belicve in Mark 11:- 
23, 24 which says: 


“For verily | say unto you, That 
whosoever shall say unto this moun- 
tain, Be thou removed, and be 
thou cast into the sea; and shall 
not doubt in his heart, but shall 
believe that those things which he 
saith shall come to pass; he shall 
have whatsoever he saith. 


"Therefore | say unto you, What 
things soever ye desire, when ye 
pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye shall have them." 


I still believe in Matthew 7:7, $ 
which says: 

"Ask, and it shall be given you; 
seek, and ye shall find; knock, and 
it shall be opened unto you: 


"For everyone that asketh re- 
ceiveth; and he that seeketh find- 
eth; and to him that knocketh it 
shall be opened." 


I still believe in James 5:14-18: 
"Is any sick among you? let him 
call for the elders of the church 
and let them pray over him, anoint- 


ing him with oil in the name of the 
Lord: 


“And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; and if he have com- 
mitted sins, they shall be forgiven 
him. ' 

"Confess your faults one to an- 
other, and pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed. The ef- 
fectual fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much.” 


"Elias was a man subject to like 
passions as we are, and he prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain: 
and it rained not on the earth by 
the space of three years and six 
months. 

"And he prayed again, and the 
heaven gave rain, and the earth 


brought forth her fruit."

the next week in the other, except 
purely local announcements. 

“Furthermore, I told you this 
plainly before, and I called your 
attention to my sermon on ‘Where 
Is the Lord God of Elijah?’ when 
it first came out in “The Sword of 
the Lord.’ That sermon you said 
to me, teaches Penteccstalism, but 
you did not send a copy of it out 
as proof either to Dr. Ketcham or 
elsewhere. I think he probably has 
a copy, however, and if not, I will 
send him one, 

“Do you not believe that Mark 
11 :22-24 is still true? Is that out 
of date? 

“If there is any reproach to be- 
lieving the Bible, then let it be said 
that I do believe it all, and you will 
find that a very large per cent 
of Fundamentalist Baptists still 
take the Bible at face value as l 
do, and do not think it is out of 
date in 1936, 

“Any ultradispensationalism that 
would say,that baptism, the Lord’s 
Supper, or answered prayer .is out 
of date, will not find as ready a 
response among Baptists as you 
might suppose. 

“IT have known of denominational! 
leaders trying to block revivals. 
In my case they have failed. I 
am grieved that you adopt their 
tactics and spirit. However, I have 
very sweet peace in my heart. 


“I cannot in a moment recover, 
of course, from the loss of a friend 
to whom I have been as devoted 
and loyal as I have been toa you 
through these years. But I am 
certain that in my loss, God will 
give me great gain in one way or 
another. 

“When may we see you in Bing- 
hamton to produce the proof of 
your charges or to retract them?

Brother Entzminger wrote that 
though he and Dr. Norris were 
very, very busy, and had neither 
time nor money, and he had been 
sick, that they would come to 
Binghamton last Thursday. 


A little later he wired that he 
had sinus trouble and the Doctor 
thought he had better not leave 
Detroit. He and Dr. Norris hoped 
to be able to come Tuesday, Jan- 
uary 28th. Then yesterday morn- 
ing another telegram came from 
Dr, Norris saying they would come 
next Thursday or Friday! 


Letter To Brother White 


Brother R. E. White of San An- 
tonio wrote me a letter which Dr. 
Norris had mimeographed and 
sent to the Binghamton pastcrs 
and to other Fundamentalists. In 


answer to that letter, I wrote as 
follows:

January 16, 1936

San Antonio, Texas 


“Dear Brother White: 


“I appreciate your frank letter 
of January 8th. The reason I wrote 
you was this: Dr. J. Frank Norris 
is now making an attack on me, 
calling me a McPhersonite and 
Penecostalist, and tried but failed 
to block the revival scheduled here 
in Binghamton. The basis for Dr. 
Norris’ charges, he told me, was 
my article 0.2 ‘Where Is The Lord 
God of Elijah?’ With that paper 
in his hand, selected from all the 
issues of my paper by Dr. Norris 
and George Pemberton, he told me 
that was the basis of his attack. 
Reaily, of course, I know that is 
merely a smoke screen and an ex- 
cuse, 

“But you had come to me at Fort 
Worth during the Bible School to 
tell me how that particular printed 
sermon of mine had greatly blessed 


‘|! your heart. Others told me that 


you publicly commended my paper 
and particularly that sermon to the 
Bible School crowd. Hence, you 
can see how natural it was for me 
to suppose that you would not 
think the sermon taught Pentecos- 
talism and McPhersonism. So I 
wrote you. If that sermon does not, 
then nothing I ever wrote or said 
is McPhersonism or Pentecostal- 
ism. 


“Very happily, there are so many 
preachers who have heard me 
preach through long revival cam- 
paigns, and who have read nearly 
everything I have written, until 
they can speak with authority and 
a great number of them wrote 
emphatically and immediately to 
Brother Hawley. Besides, most of 
these Fundamentalist Baptist pas- 
tors in this area take my paper, 
‘The Sword of the Lord.’ When 
they saw my booklet exposing 
tongues and Pentecostalism and 
letters from about a dozen pastors 
with whom I had had revivals, they 
immediately saw through the 
thing. Dr. Norris had written and 
Entzminger had written and pled 
with these people not to have me 
in a revival. Brother Entzminger 
said, “Rice. . .has gone clear over 
into Pentecostalism — that’s exact- 
ly what Dr. Norris rays.” But the 
proof was so overwhelming that 
the postor, Rev. Fred R. Hawley, 
his board of deacons and then the 
whole group of Fundamentalist 
Baptist pastors unanimously agreed 
that the charges were untrue, and 
they went directly against Dr. Nor- 
ris and Brother Entzminger in the | 


matter. While I would value ax¥™~ 


kind word from you or any other 
man, yet I am glad there were 
others who knew personally and 
did not have to take Dr. Norris’ 
word as you did have to do. 


“In your letter to me you say,

‘Until I know beyond every ques- * 


tion of a doubt that you are sound 
in every particular on the - 
damentals of the old Baptist faith, 
I cannot properly write anybody 
concerning your position.’ That is 
all right. But don’t you think it 
strange that Brother Entzminger 
should have a copy of your letter 
and should write sending it here 
to Binghamton to be used against 
me when all you had was here- 
say? And a copy of your letter 
to me was read Friday night in 
Waxahachie as evidence that I was 


a Pentecostal and McPhersonite; 
Incidentally, it seems strange that 
the bare second-hand op.nion of 


you, a good man, who admit you. 


do not know, would be the best 
evidence that they could get 
against me in Waxahachie where 
I held two revival campaigns, on’ 
for thirteen weeks and the other 
for three weeks? Remember, too, 
that the last of those revivals was 
nearly three years ago. It seems 
a little late to begin charging me 
with Pentecostalism at Waxahach- 
ie. There is not a shred of truth in 
any such charge, and Waxahachie 
people know it, though I do you 


‘the honor of believing you simply 


do not know. But a strange thing 
to me is that you, on mere here- 
say, would send ammunition to be 
used in Binghamton to prove I am 
a Pentecostalist, and send it to 
Waxahachie and then write me 
that you do not know and cannot 
write anybody about it.
